CALAGARY STREET RAILWAY HAS 
GOOD HALF-YEAR 

The net profits from the operation 
of the Calgary street railway cystem 
for the first six months of the prcsent 
year were almost three tjmes as great 
as for the corresponding half year 
In -1910. 

The comparative statements of the 
receipts, expenses and profits cf.the 
system prepared and submitted to the 
city commissioners by Superintendent 
McCauley shows a wonderful growth 
of the city and increasing patronage 
of the system. 

After deducting five per cent of the 
gross receipts and paying a per- 
centage of the interest and sinking 
fund, the net profits for the six 
months of the year amonuted to $49,- 
705.81. For the half year in 1910 the 
profits amounted to $17,061. 

The total revenue for the firs! half 
of 1911 amounted to $149,437.57. After 
deducting the total operated expenses 
of $75,966.80, five per. cent of the 
gross receipts amounting to $7,471.98 
and $16,295.28 for interest and sinking

STREET BOY YiGLONIST MAY 
BECOME MASTER 
David Paget, a London street-boy 
violist, has fallen in the way of good 
fortune. Paget, who is only fourteen 
yeara of age, carned a livelihood by 
playing outside the doors of theatres.

Tnterosting facts about the inside 
working of the Bank of England were 
explained by Frederick Huth Jsach- 
eon, a director of the bank, and a 
former president ot the Bankers’ Th: 
stitute, in a lecture at the rooms of 
tho Society of Arts. Its practically 
exclusive right of issuing notes; he 
said, is one of the most important 
functions -of the Bank of England 
One rargly sees a dirty Bank-of Eng- 
land note. That is because the bank 
never reissues a bankhote. Even if 
one went inté the bank and demanded 
a fire pound note in exchange for 
fiye sovereigns, and the nerossed to 
another counter and changed the saine 
note back into gold, that note would 
be destroyed. “The aystem is expens- 
ive, but by its means the bank avoids 
many of the risks of forgery. The af- 
faira of the Bank oF England are con- 
ducted by a governor and a deputy- 
gorernor elected from twenty-four di- 
rectors, who are chosen from the lead- 
ing merchants and private hankins 
firms in the city, and generally for 
life. ‘There are two branches in Lon- 
don and nine in the country. Tho 
atafl is about 1,000 strong, of whom 
B40 are at. the head office. The hank 
also employs G00 porters and mechan- 
ics. Not only does the bank print in 
Threadneedla Street its own notes and 
tho India rupee notes but also all 
Paes orders dad old-age pension or 
ders.
